3 to the status of the terminal [(7)] and the passing on of 

4 that status code via the network [(5)] to the server [(2)]. 

1 34. (amended) Module according to [one of the preceding 

2 claims 26-33] claim 26 characterized in that the module is 

3 implemented as hardware. 

1 35. (amended) Module according to [one of the preceding 

2 claims 26-33] claim 26 characterized in that the module is 

3 implemented as software. — .
